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STECALL FAILS 
TO MAKE BOND 


His Whereabouts Is Now 
a Mystery. 


Prisoner and Sheriff Thurman 
Fail to Report to District At- 
torney Tate, Who Was Pre- 
pared to Give Stegall Free- 
dom on Bond. 


Where is Charlie Stegall, United 
States storekeeper and gauger, whose 
grand 
jury of Dade county in an alleged dis- 
tillery case caused a clash of authori- 
ty between federal and state courts? 

And where is Sheriff Thurman, of 
Dade county, who was instructed by 
Judge Newman to bring Stegall to 
Atlanta, and whe certainly pene 
him a part of the way? 

These are questions puzzling the 
brains of United States officials in 
Atlanta, for Stegall afid Thurman 
were booked to reach Atlanta last 
night at 7:50 o’clock. And so far as 
the federal officials know they failed 
to get here. 

They Reached Chattanooga. 

The last heard of Stegall was 4a 
message from Chattanooga. Stegall 
was all by himself at that time and 
was being interviewed.

Don’t know ex- 
actly where he is. Funny to be ‘s 
prisoner without having a keeper.’

ACCUSES FATHER 
“WV MURDER CASE 
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Little Boy of Charles Gordon 
First Witness for State in 
Sensational Trial 


SON OF MURDERED MAN 
ACCUSES STEPMOTHER 


Walter Faulling Tells of Inci- 
dents Indicating Improper 
Relations Between Stepmoth- 
er and Gordon---Great Crowd 
Is Attending Trial---Gordon’s 
Wife Refuses to Enter Court. 


Hinesville, Ga., September 28.—His 
own eleven-year-old son was the first 
witness put on the stand by the prose- 
cution today in the trial of Charles 
A. Gordon for the murder of William 
N. Faulling, Jr., whose widow, Mrs. 
Helen Fgulling, is aiso on trial as an 
accessory. 

Troy Gordon, the boy, said that his 
father had sent him on the day of 
the killigg to borrow shotgun shells 
of the calibre used py the slayer of 
Faulling. 

Walter Faulling, son of the slain 
man told of incidents going to show 
improper relations between his step- 
mother and Gordon. 

Sensational Testimony. 

Sensational testimony was given by 
Mr. Smith, whose home formerly was 
close to that of the Faullings and Gor- 
don when they lived in Florida. Say- 
ing that he had suspected Gordon and 
Mrs. Faulling of being intimate, he 
warned Gordon. He said that Gordon 
told him he would “get rid” of Faull- 
ing. 

O@ntrary to expectations a jury was 
not hard to get in the case, . despite 
the deep interest manifested, and the 
hig crowds that have journeyed here to 
hear the testimony. 

Mrs. Faulling shows admirable nerve 
though while in her cell after the in- 
dictment she frequently was seized 
with paroxysms of weeping. 

Gordon is married and has five child- 
ren, the eldest of whom is twelve. 
His wife refuses to enter the court- 
room. P 

Engaged in the case are Solicitor 
General J. N. Norman, Mr. Frank Oliver, 
from Savannah; Octavius Cohen, from 
Charleston, and a Mr. Frazer, of Hines- 
viNe, representing the prosecution. 
Messrs. Walter and Benjamin Way are 
defending Gordon. 

A touch of pathos is “Skdded to the 
case through the presence in the court 
of the aged father of the deceased. He 
was coming to live with his son and 
had made all preparations, when he 
was told his son had disappeared. He; 
stoutly maintained from the beginning 
that his son Willie could do no wrong. 
The finding of the body vindicated this 
fatherly faith. 

The old man believed his son was 
murdéred by Gordon and freely asserts 
it, but will not discuss Mrs. Faulling’s 
connection with the case. 

Mrs. Faulling was adopted by Mr. 
Faulling’s father when she was but 6 
months old and she was reared by him 
until she married his son. 

History of the Case. 

No case in the history of the state 
has had so many peculiar features. The 
discovery ofthe body of Faulling, partly 
buried in a field, by a small boy gave 
light to ene of the most cold-blooded 
murders, apparently, this section has 
ever known. Buzzards were flying 


“labout the field in which the boy knew 


of nothing being dead. He investigated, 
and to his horrer found the feet of 
Faulling protruding from the ground. 
The matter was reported to the author- 
ities at once, and an investigation by 
the law started. 

It is alleged that Faulling was 
killeg to prevent his knowing of the 
relations between his wife and Gordon. 
At the preliminary trial Mrs, Faulling 
was placed under a bond of $100 as a 
witness, and the father of the slain 
man signed the bond. Since her in- 
dictment she has been crying a great 
deal in jail, and is at times bordering 
on a state of hysteria. 

In the coat pocket of Faulling were 
found letters addressed to his father, 
asking that the father come at once, 
as he was in trouble, and did not know 


whether to heave his wife or not. Wal-

The ice about was much disturbed and numerous black lines of water 
opened on every side, from which oozed jets of frosty steam. The great dif- 
ference between the temperature of the sea ®nd that of the air made a contrast 
of seventy-six degrees and the open spots of ice water appeared to be boiling. 

Anxious to move along away from the troubled angle of ice, the usual 
breakfast was simplified. Melting some snow, we poured down the icy liquid 
as an eye-opencr and then began at the half-pound bowlder of pemmican, but 
with cold fingers, blue lips and no possible shelter the stuff was unusually hard, 

To warm up, the sleds were prepared and, under the lash, the dogs jumped 
into harness with a bound. The pemmican, somewhat reduced with the ax, was 
ground under the molars as we went along. The teeth were thus kept from 
chattering and the stomachs were fired with durable fuel. 


NOT ALLOWED TO FORGET AT ANY TIME 
THEY WERE INVADING FORBIDDEN LAND 


As we advanced, the ice improved to some extent, and, with a little search, 
a safe crossing was found over all of the new crevices, though a strong westerly 
wind carried a piercing cold. Good progress was made, but we were not allowed 
to forget at any time that we were invading the forbidden domains of polar 
environment. 

In starting before the end of tbe winter night, and camping on the open 
ice fields in the long northward march, we had first accustomed our eyes to a 
frigid darkness and then to a perpetual glitter with shivers. This proved to be 
the coldest season of the year. We should have been hardened to all kinds of 
Arctic jorment, but man only gains that advantage when the pulse ceases to 
beat. 


FAR FROM LAND AND FAR FROM OTHER LIFE, 
THERE WAS NOTHING TO STIR WARMING SPIRIT 


Far from land, far from other life, there waé nothing to arouge a warming 
spirit. Along the.land there had been calms and gales and an inspiring con- 
trast even in the dark ‘days and nights, but here the frigid world was felt at its 
worst. The wind, which came persistently, was now strong, now feeble, but 
always, sharp—inflieting a pain to which we. never. became accustomed. 

The kind of torture most felt in this wind and bumid air of an Arctic pack 
was a picturesque mask of ice about the face. Every bit of exhaled moisture 
condensed and froze either to the facial hair or to the line of the fox tails about 
the hood. It made a comical caricature of us. ra 

The frequent turns in this course brought both sides to the wind and ar- 
ranged a line of icycles from every hair offering a convenient nucleus. These 
lines of "crystal offered a pleasing dash of light and color as we lookeg at each 
other, but they did not afford much amusement to the individual exhibiting 
them. Such hair as had not been pulled from the lips and the chin were first 
weighted and then the wind carried the breath to the long hair with which we 
protected our heads and left a mass of dangling frost., 


ACCUMULATED MOISTURE FROM THE EYES 
COATED THE EYELASHES AND THE BROWS 


Accumulated moisture from the eyes coated the eyelashes and brows. The 
humidity escaping about the forehead left a crescent of snow above, while that 
eseaping under the chin, combined with falling breath, made a semicircle of ice. 
The most uncomfortable icicles, however,. were those that had formed on the 
coarse hair within the nostrils. It is-to free the face of this kind of durations 
that the Eskimos pull the facial hair out by’ the roots, hence the real poverty 
‘cf mustaches and beards. >

Mr. Whit- 
ney said that the explorer showed him 
how the western drift of the ice hada 
landed him in a region far remote from 
where, he expected to go, and he was 
unable to get back. He could not speak

-with authority as to whether Dr. Cook 


and his two Eskimos could carry on 
their three sledges enough food for 
their journey to the Pole, as he himself 
is a novice'in Arctic traveling. He de- 
clared he knew nothing-.of the con- 
troversy beyond the most vague de- 
tails. The. first. he learned of it was 
at Indian Harbor, when he recejved 
messages from- several. American pa- 
pers asking for a statement. 

Mr. Whitney denied that Commander 
Peary had removed Dr. Cook's stores 
from Annotook to Etah. What Peary 
really did was to transfer a few things 
apd rehulid the house at Annotook. 
Boatswain Murphy's only reason for 
refusing to help Captain  Bernier's 
Canadian expedition to get dogs and 
sledges at Etah was that they were 
short*of dogs themselves. Mr. Whit- 
ney had trouble in getting enough dogs 
for his*teams all through the winter, 
and Murphy’was looking out for Peary 
so that he would’ have sufficient dogs 
for.the commander’s exploration trips 
around the country when he returned 
from the north. 

Peary SGarred Cook's Effects. 

The day, thé Roosevelt was leaving 
Eteh for. home Whitney’ informed 
Peary that Cook had intrusted to him | 
certain. belongings to bring home on 
the vessel] that was coming up for 
Whitney. but as this ship had not ar- 
rived, Whitney was‘at a loss what todo 
with, this property. 

Peary.declined to permit Dr. Cook's 
belongings to be brougiit aboard the 
Roosevelt and he put Whitney on his 
honor not to include anything belong- 
ing to Dr. Cook in his @wvn luggage. 
Whitney thereupon went ashore from 
the Roosevelt, separated Dr. Cook's 
property frem bis own baggage and, 
with the ald of Capt. Robt. Bartlett, the 
commander of he Roosevelt, whom he 
had asked to help him. repacked Cook's 
property in boxes. After this had 
done, Whitney and § Bartlett 
cached all of Cook's property in a 
cave in the rocks. They built up the 
cave securely with stones and turf and 
left it and the property in charge of 
one of Dr. Cook's Eskimos. ' 

What Peary Did toe Swerdrup. 

“It may be remarked in passing,”

Decision of the Chancellor.

“It seems absurd to say. that this 
State is helpless to prevent people in 
other states from shipping their 
liquors into our state to be used and 
abused by our people, and at the seme 
time to. gay that the people in. thie 
state cannot ship their Liquors, ‘lepwally 
manufactured,’ into other states. If 
the one is interstate commerce, cer- 
tainly the other is. 

“The state of Tennessee can haye no 
right to prohibit the interstate trade of 
the complainants, and the attornev 
general is without legal authority 4o 
prosecute for such sales, because no 
law is violated thereby. 

“The act. so construed. is. tn mv 
opinion, constitutional in all its parts: 
construed+to the contrary. that it ap- 
plies to sales and shipments to other 
states, it stands directivy in the face 
of the law controlling interstate com- 
merce and is null and void in so far as 
it attempts to interfere with commerce 
between the state.” 


Thriving Interstate Business. 

The chancellor thereupon issyed the 
injunction restraining the Kelly com- 
pany from discontinuing its tnterstate 
business, and another injunction re- 
straining the authorities from attempt- 
ing to prevent such sales. ‘All other 
firms in Chattanooga seized upon the.

Athens, Ga., 
cial.)}—Never in the 
Georgia division of the Confederate 
Veterans hbas.there been so glorious 
a reunion as that which is now being 
held in this city. Nearly two thousand 
wearers of the gray are here, and they 
are having the time of their lives. The 
whole city is bubbling. over with en- 
thusiasm, and the days of the sixties 
are here in all their thrill and ecstacy, 
minus the fighting and poignant sor- 
row. 

All over the city the veterans are en- 
joying the hospitality of the occakion. 
There are no doors in Athens closed to 
the Confederate Veterans, and all the 
hospitality that is being poured upon 
him. 

Last night there were nearly one 
thousand veterans here, and this morn- 
Ing they piled-in py the hundreds on 
every train. The university chapel, 
where the opening session was held, 
was dairly overrun, and there were 
nearly as many veterans on the ouwp- 
side of the building as were on tbe in- 
side. They took the failure to get in 
very graciously, and paraded over the 
streets enjoying themselves to the full. 

Athens appreciates the great honor 
of entertaining the veterans, and is 
showing that appreciation in many 
ways.

Greeted by Students. 

At 9:30 o’clock the veterans assem-

Betwen these lines 
the old veterans marched to the 
tune of “Dixie” by the band up to the 
chapel, where their entrance was the 
singal for a storm of applause by the 
fe wcitizens in the building and the 
hundreds on the outside.

PASS IN PARADE 


Great Pageant Througlie 
Streets of New York.. 


Number of the Patriotic Scenes 
Wildly Cheered---The Crowds 
Broke Out of Bounds and At- 
tempted to Storm Floats to 
Get Souvenirs. 


New York, September 28-—Througk 
streets ablaze with bunting and lined ; 
with the greatest crowd ever gathered 
in New York thoroughfares, a parade 
of 20,000 men and fifty-four floats 
passed today before the envoys of 
twenty-one nations participating in 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration. And 
in its passing, which. occupied two 
hours’ time, the epoch-making scenes 
of three centuries, represented in giant 
figures of wood, plaster, paint and 
were reviewed. 

The day was bright ang the cejebra- 
tion was held without an untoward 
incident. Along the route of the Pa- 
rade, a distance of over five miles, it 
is estimated that more than 2,000,000 
people gathered. 

A Democratic Parade. 

As a parade, {t was as democratic 
as it was historic; as cosmopolitan as 
it was -democratic.

Dickinson heroically rescued James F. 
Joy, a Detroit lawyer, from the Detroit 
river fourteen years ago, was recalled 
today when a handsome solid gold 
medal, suspended from a ribbon held 
in the beak of an American eagle, was 
presented to Mr. Dickinson on behalf 
of the United States government. The 
medal, approved by President Taft be- 
fore his departure on his trip and 
commemorating the courage of the war 
secretary in saving the life of a fel- 
low man, was presented by Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Hilles, 

“In testimony of heroic deeds in sav- 
ing lives,’ read the inscription on the 
medal, which also bore a laurel wreath 
held aloft by a woman. Touched deep- 
ly by the unexpected recognition of his 
act, the secretary of war, with charac- 
teristic modesty, merely said: 

“1! did not have much time to con- 
sider what was best to be done when 
Joy fell into the river, and if I had I 
might have done what Rip Van Win- 
kle told his wife, Gretchen, he would

On August 24, 1895, the American

A small 
landing plank was put out, and in at- 
tempting to cross it James A. Joy, the 
oldest member of the Detroit bar, 
whose eyesight was defective, fell 
overboard in attempting to cross on 
the plank. The plank was 6 feet above 
water, which at that point was 20 feet 
deep. Judge Diekinson plunged into 
the water and rescued Joy.

Meadows, it was found, 
had been shot twice, both bullets en- 
tering the riglit side. It was evident

He took the stand that, while the 
present administration is pledged to 
follow out the policies of Mr. Roose- 
velt, such a pledge does not involve 
him in any obligatjon to carry out 
those policies without congressional 
authorisation. The president added, 
however, that he would exert every 
influence on congress to enact legisla- 
tion which shall best subserve the re- 
quirements of the situation. 
$10,000,000 Bored Issue for Irrigsticn. 

President Taft created much en- 
thusiasm when he announced that he 
would urge upon congress the neces- 
sity of authorizing the secretary of 
the interior to issue %10,000,000 bonds 
for the completion of irrigation proj- 
ects tn the west, which work has been 
suspended because of lack of funds, 
and because of the discovery that the 
projectors in their enthusiasm did not 
closely observe the limitations of the 
reclamation act. Hardships have been 
worked upon many settiers through 
the suspension of work. Senator Boreh, 
of Idado, and other western senators 
ang representatives have urged upon 
the president that a bond issue was 
the only way by which justice could 


be done.

As to Water Power Sites. 


“As to water power sites, there has 
been such a change in conditions that 
@ special provision should be made in 
the interest of the public for their 
transfer to private control. 

“We have reached a time now when 
the importance of these water power 
sites has greatly increased and there 
would seem to be no reason why it 
would interfere with a speedy devel- 
opment of the country to impose re- 
Strictions upon the use of such water 
Sites equitable as Between the public 
and the investor. 

“I shall. therefore, urge upon con- 
gress at its next session the passage 
of a law authorizing the disposition 
of such water power sites, upon terms 
to be agreed upon by the secretary of 
the interior with the proposed pur- 
chaser. 

“My impression is that the demand 
for water power is going to be so great 
that these restrictions will not prevent 
the investment of capital, but will wl- 
timately bring to the public coffers a 
revenue from an entirely proper source.

City government in the United States is a travesty and a failure. Itis thrown 
into politics, and with as good reason a board of directors of a bank or the vestry 
o1 a church might be selected at a political election. When some state With a 
number of cities and towns shal] discover the courage and sagacity to curtail the 
suffrage in a city election, and give the vote to those only who pay taxes, a 
great step on the road to reform wil] be taken. 

The city should be run as the bank is—by the men who own it. There 
should be a property qualification for every voter, and it should be understood 
that the administration of a city government is as much of a business proposi- 
tion as the operation of a railroad or a manufacturing plant.

GEORGIA'S HIT 


Early Cool Wave Comes 
After the Storms of 
Autumnal Equinox. 


“Fair Wednesday, with slowly ris- 
ing temperature,” is the prediction 
for today as made by Section Director 
voh Herrmann on Tuesday. This ap- 


plies to Atlanta and vicinity. For 
Georgia and Alabama. the forecast 
reads: “Wednesday fair, with warmer 
in north and central portions.” 

From this it would seem the un- 
usually chilly weather which has pre- 
vailed in Atlanta since Sunday will 
give way to a warmer and more In- 
dian summerish weather. Yesterday 
morning the mercury again shrank 
down in the direction of “freezing,” 
stopping at 46 on _ its downwar4d 
plunge. It did not recover higher than 
69 throughout the day. 

The low temperature brought out 
the record book, and it developed that 
only in ‘79, "88 and ’99 did the mer- 
cury g¢ct any lower than this so soon 
in the fall. Then 43 was the lowest 
recorded. A light frost was seen in 
Fulton county early in the morning. 

‘“Agheville, N. C., reported a heavy 
frost Tuesday morning,” was a start-’ 
ling line in the “Weather Map” Tues- 
day. This was the only city in the 
United States reporting this fact, and 
enly two other cities, Detroit and 
Fittsburg, reported a temperature 80 
low, 38 

The fact a “frost’’» had been report- 
ed in the south caused an investiga- 
tion here to ascertain the first “kill- 
ing frost’ of each year for the past 
twenty years. The weather bureau 
does not take cognizance of what is 
commonly known as a “light frost,” 
only a “killing frost” being recorded 
in thelr records. 

The earliest “killing frost” recorded 
for Atlanta, according to these records 
was on October 11, 1906. 

The average date for a killing frost 
is November 7. 

The latest date a killing frost has 
eecurred in the fall, that is, the first 
killing frost, was on November 28, 
1902. 

These are the dates for the first kill- 
ing frost from 1888 to date: 1888, No- 
vember 24: 1889, November 28; 1890, 
October 31: 1891, November 18; 1892, 
October 26; 1893, October 16; 1894, No- 
vember 6; 1895, November 12; 1896, 
November 9; 1897, November 17; 1898, 
October 20; 1899, November 38; 1900, 
November 10; 1801, November 7; 1902, 
November 28; 1903, October 25; 1904, 
November 7; 1905, October 22; 19906, 
October 11; 1907, October 14; 1908, No- 
vember 6. 

According to the katydid, the first 
frost is due in Atlanta October 12.

Board Gave W.M. Slaton 
$600 Increase. 


Comptroller Turned Voucher 
' Down --- Board of Education 
| Couldn’t Raise Salary With- 
out Action of ‘Mayor and the 
Council---Matter Not Known. 


It just came to public light at the 
city hall yesterday that an effort was 
made by the board of education to 
raise the salary of Superintendent Wil- 
liam M. Slaton from $3,000 to $3,600 a 
year, an increase of $50 a month. 

It seems the board of education some 
time last June met and agreed upon 4 


raise of the superintendent’s salary. 


Just when or how this was done was 
not reported to the mayor and general 
council. The measure may have: been 
adopted behind one of the closed-door 
sessions that the board of education 
holds. 

Anyway, there was some kind of tilt 
between the board and the city comp- 
troller. 

Voucher Was Presented, 

On the last of July or the first of’ 
August, when the vouchers from the 
educational department reached the of- 
fice of the comptroller he checked them 
| over item by item, as he always does 
with every department, and when he 
came to the salary for the superintend- 


ent he found that the voucher called 
for $50 more than usual. He looked 
into the matter, and ascertained that 
the board of education had given the 
superintendent a raise of $600 a year. 

“I found that the raise was not 
legal,” the comptroller stated, “and I 
promptly turned down‘the voucher un- 
til it was made out for the proper 
amount, which was less the $50 raige.” 

The salary of the superintendent of 
public schools is fixed the first of each 
year by the finance committee, and 
then adopted by council. It cannot be 
changed without an ordinance passed 
by council and approved by the mayor. 

The board of education probably may 
not have known of the legal status of 
the matter. 

Why It Caused Surprise. 

What surprised the city hall officials 
and the mayor and general council was 
that the affair should have taken place 
and without anybody, save the mem- 
bers of the board of education, know- 
ing anything about it. 

Those who are expressing surprise 
that the board should have taken such 
action say that while it might be true 
that Superintendent Slaton deserves a 
raise, yet the matter should have been 
presented to the céuncil. 

It may be that Superintendent Slaton 
will get the raise next year, but if he 
does it will come through the council.

Birmingham, Ala., Sepember 28.—

The entries are: Steve Smith two 
cars, L. A. Whitehead, J. C. Turner, 
W. W. Coghill and Frank W. Smith or 
S. Lawrence Smith. 

A schedule was practically worked 
out today and effort will be made to 
have all the cars reach Atlanta at 
about the same time. 

The entries in the pathfinding tour 
will he divided up into three parties 
and the trip will be made over three 
different routes. 

Already there is the keenest competi- 
tion between the cities located on these 
respective routes, and they are giving 
evidence that nothing is going to be 
left undone to land the established 
route. 

Pell City has taken the matter up

“The cotton farmer is bearing upon 
his shoulders the whole burden of ex- 


pense of carrying on the cotton trade,” 
said President J. lL. Lee, of the Georgia 


branch of the Farmers’ Union on yes- 


terday. 

“The expense of making the crop is 
his. When it is made he is forced to 
accept for it an amount low enough to 
leave middlemen a margin to pay their 
commissions, the ocean freighte, losses 
and damages, and a deduction for tares. 

In addition to this legitimate expense 
of the trade the great burden of gamb- 
ling and speculation also falis upon 
him and depreciates the value of his 
crop. “It is not right,” Mr. Lee went 
on to discuss the great plans of the 
Farmers’ Union, “to eliminate the mid- 
dlemen and by supplying the spinner 
direct, save all intermediate costs and 
commissions.” 

Questions of Tare. 

President Lee now has up with Eu- 
ropean spinners the question of tares. 
He wishes to get ail the facts possible 
for both ends of the line. 

Under the rules of the Arkwright 
Club, a New England organization of 
cotton spinners, 22 pounds per Dale is 
allowed for bagging and ties. This in- 
cludes the patching put on at com- 
presses to cover holeés. 

But cetton shipped abroad under the 
6 per cent tare agreement has 30 
pounds of bagging and ties, which are 
put on by the exporter. 

If a 500-pound bale of cotton con- 
sists of 480 pounds of lint and 20 
pounds of tare, and is paid for at the 
rate of 13 cents a pound on 500 pounds, 
the farmer makes a profit of 9 cents a 
pound for each pound of tare on the 
bale. 

If he were only paid for 480 pounds 
at 13 cents a pound, of course he would 
lose the value of the tare, which is 
about 4 cents a pound. Time was when

The railroads of the state have per- 
sistently fought the enforcement of this 
rule on the ground that it put a penalty

“In order to make the matter uni- 
form, the Southeastern Cotton Buyers’ 
Association has for several years 
adopted the plan of assessing a pen- 
alty of 50 cents per bale on any bale 
of cotton carrying more than six 
yards of bagging (two pound) and six 
ties. The above being the minimum 
penalty and subject to increase ac- 
cording to the amount of over-tare. 

“We sincrely trust that, with this 
word of advice, the practice referred 
to above will be at once abandoned, 
as it is expensive to the producer, and 
resulis in lose and dissatisfaction 
where it is pursued. 

“There seems to be a general im- 
pression abroad that other parts of 
the state are not enforcing this rule: 
we wish to assure you that all places 
are enforcing this rule by making the 
deduction either in weight or price.”

LATEST REPORTS FROM ALL THE MARKETS 


NEW RECORD PRICES 
MADE BY FEW STOCKS 


Market Continues to Recover 
From Last Week’s Declines. 
Money Market Discussed. 


New York, September 28.—The re- 
covery from last week's declines, 
which set in yesterday, was substan- 
tially extended in today’s stock mar- 
ket. United States Steel and Atchison 
were distinguished by the new, record 
prices at which they sold and the avér- 
age advance was substantial, although 
divided. Explanation 
of the marked revival of speculative 
confidence was not clear and observe?s 
were inclined to look for some con- 
cealed technical condition to account 
for the extreme facility with which 
prices were advanced. One supposi. 
tion advanced was that a short in- 
terest, of unsuspected proportions, 
had been discovered by the adroit con. 
ductors of the recent movements in 
the market and that they were able 
to control the action of prices to the 
discomfiture of the shorts. Much of 
the selling last week seeméd to have 
been professional operations for the 
short account. The tightening money 
market was relied upon to check the 
freedom of action of the bull party by 
restricting their credit resources. The 
money market seems proof against ad- 
verse circumstances and the operations 
on the long side today were conducted 
with every appearance of unhampered 
freedom. The near approach of the 
October settlements, with thé large” 
banking requirements incident thereto, 
made no impression on the money mar- 
ket. The tone of cali loans was 
slightly easier, if anything, although 
the rates were not quotably changed. 
Accumulation of sums to be used jn the 
coming disbursements and put at tem- 
porary loan might account partly for 
this. New York exchange at Chicago 
also rose to par and the banks were 
correspondingly relieved from pressure 
on that side. The subtreasury, mean- 
while, continued to draw cash from the 
banks, the total for the banking week 
rising today to $2,898,000, compared 
with only $591,000 in the corresponding 
time last week. There were heavy. re- 
mittances, also, taday to Candda, $500. - 
000 being withdrawn from the sub- 
treasury in gold for that destination, 
In addition to $990,000 shipped vyes- 
terday. The evidences of depletion of 
the narrow banking surplus were dis- 
regarded in the speculation. 

The animated ani volatile move- 
ments in different stocks were based, 
more often than on anything else, on 
conjectural dividend prospects. Atchi- 
son, Pennsylvania, New York Central, 
Southegn Pacific, Rock Island pre- 
ferred and United States Steel. itself, 
were directly affected by this con- 
sideration. There was nothing au- 
thoritative made known as to the ac- 
tual intention of those controlling the 
finances of these companies. The rise 
in United States Steel was stimulated 
by reports of the placing of heavy buy- 
ing orders for steel rats by the great 
railroad systems, the Péunsylvania be. 
ing mentioned as ordering 200,000 tons 
for next year. The rapid decrease in 
surplus of idle freight cars reported 
by the railroads argues an early de- 
mand for new equipment, which would 
be favorable to the steel industries. A 
strong recovery in the Erie securities 
wae a feature of the day's market. 
There was a period of weakness in 
Amalgamated Copper, which served as 
a temporary check to the general up- 
ward movement, but that stock became 
strong subsequently and removed the 
only apparent restraint on the ad- 
vancing tendency. 

The bond market was irregular. The 
buoyant rise in United States Steel to 
895, was accompanied by a decline in 
the sinking fund bonds. The greatest 
activity in the bonk market was in the 
convertible issues. The-rise in Atchl- 
son, Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
Pennsylvania, New Haven and Ameri- 
can Telephone carried with it the con- 
vertible bonds of those companies with 
the enhancement of the value of the 
privilege of exchange into stock. The 
ordinary investment bond issues were 
sluggish and dull. Total sales par 
value $5,950,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on cal!.
